2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not anticipate or render obvious an integrally formed unitary reinforcing frame at 
least partially embedded in the body and made entirely of a first plastics material in 
combination with the other elements recited in claim 54. Reinforcing structures are 
known that utilize multiple components made of metal and plastic which are assembled 
into a supporting frame as shown In 4,674,251 to Wolff. A one-piece entirely plastic 
embedded frame with integral spacers as claimed is not known or obvious in view of the 
prior art.
